FRANKLIN, Pa., Nov. 26 (AP). 
—The nation’s first horizontal- 
shaft oil well was blown in yester- 
day with a blast of more than 
1200 pounds of explosives by the 
Venango Depelopment Corporation 
about two miles north of Franklin. 

The scene is 20 miles south of 
the first oil well drilled by Col. 
Edwin L. Drake more than 80 
years ago. 

Leo Ranney, developer of the 
new method of obtaining oil, said 
the longest line of shots ever used 


shafts extend as much oil as would 
be obtained by 200 vertical wells. 

The eight-foot length of 8&0 
per cent high velocity gelatin and 
quarter-inch line of TNT were 
packed into the two 2350-feet long 
horizontal “wells” to within 400 
feet of the underground work 
chamber, a concrete room 27 feet 
in diameter, 55 feet high and 429 
feet below the surface. A shaft 
eight feet in diameter leads to 
the work chamber.

STOCKHOLM, Noy. 26 (AP).—

Entry of Soviet columns into the 
White Russia bastion, last impor- 
tant Nazi stronghold east of the 
Dnieper, climaxed an encircling 
drive that had been tightening a 


noose about the communications 
hub for three weeks. The capture 
followed closely powerful Russian 
thrusts that smashed gaps in Ger- 
man defenses north and south of 
the city. 

Stalin in his order of the day, 
broadcast from Moscow, s . 
out 24 divisions for commendation, ~ 
indicating the Red Army had 
hurled about 400,000 men against 
the city which the Germans had 
held for 27 months. He also paid 
tribute to Russian airmen, who 
apparently played a prominent 
part in the triumph. 

Stalin ordered the major victory 
celebrated in Moscow tonight in a 
salute of 20 salvoes from 224 guns. 


Nazis Admit Evacuation. 


The German high command had 
acknowledged earlier that the city 
had been evacuated. 

The German communique said 
Gomel was destroyed before it was 
evacuated. Five railways radiate 
from the city of 145,000. Two lines 
lead into Poland, one in the direc- 
tion of Brest-Litovsk and the other 
through Minsk to Vilna and 
Lithuania.

BERN, Nov. 26 (AP). — The 
Basler Nachrichten said in a dis- 
patch from the Swiss border town 
of Chiasso yesterday that Pope 


Pius XII had undertaken a mis-|& 


sion of mediation between Ger- 
many and the Allies, 

No independent’ confirmation 
was obtainable from diplomatic or 
church sources, although the dis- 
patch quoted “Italian Catholic 
circles” as. the basis of its infor- 
mation. 

The Basler Nachrichten’s cor- 
respondent said the Pope definite- 
ly had increased his diplomatic 
discussions greatly in the last few 
days, seeing the German, British, 
French and American envoys to 
the Holy See. 

Pope Sees Advisers. 

The Pope talked to his closest 
advisers in private audiences Wed- 
nesday, the dispatch said, seeing 
Francesco Cardinal Marchetti- 
Selvaggiani, Vicar General for the 
City and District of Rome; Pietro 
Cardinal Fumasoni-Biondi, Pre- 
fect of the Congregation for 
Propagation of the faith; Monsig- 
nor Alfredo Ottaviani, and Luigi 
Cardinal Maglione, Vatican Secre- 
tary of State. 

The Pope has been seeing Car- 
dinal Maglione at least once, and 
frequently twice daily, along with 
his assistants Monsignors Dom- 
enico Tardini and Giovanni B. 
Montini, it was said. 

The dispatch said other reports 
of the Pope’s activity concerned 
a request by “belligerent nations” 
that the Pontiff leave Rome and 
take up refuge “in a northern 
land” and discussion of the Church 
attitude toward Mussolini's new 
Fascism. 

Attitude on Fascism. 

The possibility that the attitude 
toward Fascism was most delicate 
was suggested by quotations from 
the Milan Fascist newspaper, II 
Fascio, which declared that the 
Vatican’s diplomacy favored Pre- 
mier Marshal Pietro Badoglio, that 
the Vatican had “no sympathy for 
Germany” and that it must be 
decided “whether the attitude of 
the Vatican is for or against.” 

Basler Nachrichten’s dispatch 
said another question at the Vati- 
can was diplomatic relations with 
Soviet Russia and Turkey. There 
is a Papal Nuncio in Turkey but 
he lacks diplomatic status. 

The Swiss Telegraph Agency, in 
a dispatch from Rome, said the 
Pope will begin seven days of 
spiritual exercises Sunday, and 
that all audiences will be sus 
pended during this period. 


British M. P. Proposes Allied Ap- 
to Germans to Quit War. 

LONDON, Nov. 26 (AP).—While 
reports of an imminent meeting of 
Prime Minister Churchill, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Premier Joseph 
Stalin remained unconfirmed yes- 
terday, a member of Parliament 
proposed that the three leaders is- 
sue a joint statement to the Ger- 
mans urging them to abandon the 
war. 

That such a statement was con- 
templated by the chiefs of state of 
the big three Allied powers was 
reported last week. 

Comdr. Stephen King-Hall, inde- 
pendent member of the House of 
Commons, gave notice today that 
he would ask the Prime Minister 
“whether he will consult with 
Marshal Stalin and President 
Roosevelt with a view to issuing 
a joint message to the German 
people analogous to that addressed 
to the Italian people on Sept. 11.” 

The September statement was 
an appeal to the Italians to turn 
against the Germans. 


Chinese Diplomat Looks for Japan 
to Hold Out 18 Months More. 
LOS ANGELES, Nov. 26 (AP). 

—A prediction that the war in the 
Pacific will end in about 18 
months with the destruction of 
the Japanese navy was made yes- 
terday by Dr. C. L. Hsia, head of 
the Chinese Ministry of Informa- 
tion in the United States. 

“No matter how powerful the 
Japanese navy is—and we concede 
its strength—it cannot possibly 
stand up against the power of the 
combined Anglo-American navies,” 
Dr. Hsia told a press conference. 

“For this reason I believe the 
war will come to an end between 
Christmas of 1944 and the summer 
of 1945. As the Japanese are 
forced to withdraw their strength 
from China to meet offensives on 
other fronts, and when the Burma 
Road is reopened, the Chinese will 
march ahead.” 

“You can’t defeat Japan by 
bombing,” he added, “for it will 
still have its navy and continental 
bases. Bombing will upset Japan 
internally, but you must remember 
50 per cent or upward of the Japa- 
nese war industry is located on 
the Chinese national mainland to- 
day.”

METALS, PARTS EARMARKED 
FOR CIVILIAN REPAIR SHOPS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP).— 
Civilian repair shops will get steel, 
copper and aluminum, as well as 
materials and parts, under an or- 
der issued today by the Office of 
Civilian Requirements, 

The order will permit electri- 
cians, plumbers, blacksmiths, radio, 
upholstery and farm machinery re- 
pair shops, and others engaged in 
any kind of repair work, to buy 
up to 20 tons of carbon and alloy 
steel, 500 pounds of copper and 
brass products, and 200 pounds of 
aluminum in certain forms in any 
quarter. 

The order indicates improvement 
in supplies of the major controlled 
materials, including copper wire, 
hitherto one of the big bottlenecks 
in electrical production and re- 
pairs. Electricians, electrical con- 
tractors and repairmen for refrig- 
erators, radios and household ap- 
pliances will be permitted to buy 
$150 worth of copper wire, or one- 
eighth of the quantity they used in 
1941, whichever is greater,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP).— 
American casualties in: Italy are 
increasing steadily as Allied forces 
come to grips with what Secretary 
of War Stimson says is “heavy re- 
sistance” by German troops in the 
mountains, 

Stimson reported yesterday. that 
casualties since Lt. Gen. Mark 
Clark’s Fifth Army landed at Sa- 
lerno Sept. 9 are 1613 killed, 6361 
wounded and 2685 missing, a total 
of 10,659. 

On Nov. 11 Stimson reported that 
the casualty list stood at 1295 
killed, 4764 wounded and 2497 miss- 


ing. 

Gasuilties among British  ele- 
ments of the Fifth Army were 
“slightly less” than those of the 
Americans, Stimson said. 

“Enemy reinforcements have 
reached the battle line and a stif- 
fening of resistance has resulted,” 
he told a press conference. 

Tough Fighting in Pacific. 

In the Pacific theater, “some 
tough fighting” was encountered by 
the Second Marine Division in es- 
tablishing beachheads at Tarawa in 
the Gilberts. The division suf- 
fered “considerable casualties be- 
fore securing and _ consolidating 
ea beachheads,” Stimson report- 


ed. 

In talking of the fighting in the 
Gilberts, Stimson particularly men- 
tioned the work of two New York 
outfits, the 27th National Guard 
and 165th (the old “Fighting 69th”). 
Stimson said that in the fighting 
on Makin Island, the “gallant lead- 
er of the 165th, Col. James Gardi- 
ner Conroy, New York lawyer, was 
killed as he led a charge against 
Japanese positions. Stimson said 
he regarded Col. Conroy’s death 
as a “personal loss.” 

The victories in the Gilberts thus 
far have opened “relatively small 
tracks” in the outer arc of Ja- 
an's defenses, Stimson said, but 
we hope these cracks will develop 
Into breaches through which our 
forces may move to assault the 
Inner and more important bas- 
tions.” He noted that “it still is a 
long way to Tokyo.”

CHUNGKING, Nov. 26 (AP).— 
A strong Japanese force which had 
advanced to the outskirts of 
Changteh in Northern Hunan 
Province, northwest gateway to 
Changsha, was reported to be 
facing possible annihilation today 
after being encircled by Chinese 
troops. 

A Chinese communique announc- 
ing the encirclement said the Chi- 
nese already had wiped out more 
than 5000 enemy soldiers who had 
penetrated to Changteh’s environs, 
a feat which brought a special 
order of the day from Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek praising the 
gallantry of his men. 

The Japanese, supported by 
planes and artillery, the communi- 
que said, loosed clouds of poison 
gas as they advanced on the stra- 
tegic Chinese city. 

Fighting was especially heavy 
east and west of the stronghold and 
several units broke through to 
reach the city’s gates, but “all were 
annihilated.” Four high Japanese 
officers fell on the battlefield, the 
Chinese said. 

Other Japanese forces, mean- 
while, attempted to by-pass Chang- 
teh to the east and cut the road 
to Changsha, capital of Hunan 
Province, but were repulsed with 
heavy losses, the Chinese com- 
munique reported. Formations of 
Chinese planes participated in this 
action, and their assistance en- 
abled ground troops to recapture 
a vital defense point protecting 
the highway. Changsha is 100 
miles southeast of Changteh. 

Southwest of Changteh, Japanese 
columns which had severed the 
Hunan-Szechwan rice supply route 
were thrown back with heavy 
losses,” as they attempted to drive 
farther south, the Chinese asserted. 


TOULON U-BOAT REPAIR BASE 
HARD HIT IN FORTRESS RAID 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov, 26 (AP).—Photographs 
of Toulon harbor made after 
Wednesday’s strong raid by Amer- 
ican heavy bombers indicated ef- 
fective interruption of Nazi sub- 
marine repair facilities at that 
French Naval base. 

An observer on one of the Flying

These men had a story 
that was filled with typical Jap- 
anese hysterical, fanatical defense 
of the island on which we landed 
Nov. 20. 

The wounded lieutenant didn’t 
succeed in taking the Japanese 
officer prisoner, as he was trying 
to do, The Japanese was killed. 

“The Navy began ghelling Makin 
about dawn and poured a heavy 
barrage of shells into their shore 
positions for more than _ three 
hours,” the lieutenant said. 

“Then the troops moved in to 
shore. I was in the first wave. We 
had to wade through the surf 
waist-deep and had no opposition 
until after hitting the beach. Then 
the snipers began operating from 
high in the cocoanut trees which 
fringe the Island. 

“They let us move up well on 
shore before they opened up, then 
began picking us off. 

Sword-Swinging Jap Officer. 

“I was heading a machine gun 
squad. We managed to get some 
distance inland when I saw a Jap 
officer come jumping over fallen 
cocoanut trees towards us. He had 
a sword held high over his head 
and kept shaking his head ip what 


I thought was a token of surren- 
der. I advanced cautiously toward 
him and motioned him to drop the 
sword. He kept coming and so 
did I. 

“Two of my men were on each 
side of me. The Jap suddenly 
lunged forward and brought down 
his sword with a sweep. I put up 
my arm to ward off the blow and 
he slashed me across the left wrist. 
The power of the blow continued 
until the point of the weapon 
struck me on the left foot. Before 
I knew what happened one of my 
men let the Jap have it, right be- 
tween the eyes. He was deader 
than a mackerel.” 

Suicide Snipers in Trees. 

He said the Japanese put suicide 
snipers in the trees and dug deep 
underground zig-zag tunnels with 
auxiliary offshoots. 

Americans had to go into the 
tunnels to knock off the Japanese 
one by one. That was why it took 
three days, the Lieutenant believes, 
although a comparatively small 
Japanese force defended the island. 

“They were just as treacherous 
as we'd been told they would be, 
and just as ruthless,’ he said. “It 
was our first action but it didn’t 
take our men.long to get ‘trigger 
happy’ once they saw their buddies 
dropping around them. The men 
of the Twenty-seventh went to 
town. 

“Although I was struck down a 
little more than four hours after 
hitting the beach, I learned from 
others before I was evacuated that 
we took very few prisoners, We 
killed every Jap in sight.” 

There was no air opposition over 
Makin. The Lieutenant said some 
tanks were put ashore along with 
artillery but the Japanese were 
dug so deep it was hard to root 
them out. 


RED ARMY TAKES 
GOMEL, SPLITTING 
GERMAN FORCES

Berlin said. “The evacuation of 
Gomel and the neighboring sec- 
tors led to a considerable shorten- 
ing and improvement of German 
defensive positions.” 

$7-Mile Break-Through. 


The Soviet command had an- 
nounced last night the smashing 
of a 37-mile hole in German de- 
fenses in the area 60 miles north 
of Gomel and 120 miles from the 
White Russia capital of Minsk. 
Advances of 30 miles in three days 
carried almost to the edge of the 
upper Dnieper. : 

The Germans took Gomel In mid- 
August of 1941. Its fall to the 
Reds opened the way for drives on 
Zhiobin, 55 miles northwest on the 
railway to Minsk. The Zhlobin- 
Kalinkovichi railway wag cut yes- 
terday northwest of Rechitsa by 
a Soviet thrust south of Gomel, 
the Russians announced. 

Later Moscow dispatches said 
the Russian advance had reached 
the upper Dnieper and cut the 
Gomel-Mogilev highway, most im- 
portant German lateral communi- 
cation in White Russia. The Rus- 
sians also cut the Moscow-Minsk 
highway by capturing Propoisk, a 
district center of the Mogilev 
area, north of Gomel yesterday. 

A major Red Army maneuver 
appeared under way on the frozen 
terrain north of the  Pripet 
marshes, Moscow said. 

180 Places Recaptured. 

The Red Army drive north of 
Gomel was launched from the 
Propoisk area. More than 2000 
Germans were reported killed in 
the three-day advance, 180 villages 
liberated and enormous quantities 
of war equipment captured. 

The Russians crossed the Sozh 
and Pronya rivers and advanced 


almost as far west as the Nevel 
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salient to the north and the Kiev 
bulge to the south. 

Juravichi, six miles east of the 
Dnieper, together with the neigh- 
boring towns of Vet, Korma and 
Selets-Khalopeyev, formed the 
highwater mark of the smash into 
White Russia. On the main high- 
way between Minsk and Moscow, 
Juravichi is five miles east of this 
road's junction with the Gomel- 
Vitebsk highway and 17 miles east 
of the Leningrad-Odessa Railway. 

Soviet forces in the Dnieper bend 
also made gains yesterday. Below 
Kremenchug eight towns, includ- 
ing a district center and two rail- 
road stations, were taken. 

The Moscow radio announced 
that Marshal Semyon K. Timo- 
shenko had received the Order of 
Suvorov First Class for his “libera- 
tion of the Taman peninsula from 
the German invaders and for his 
aid in the direction of the opera- 
tions of troops of the North 
Caucasus front.”

HERE WORKING ON 
POSTWAR PLANS 


Economic Committee Sur- 
vey Shows They Intend 
to Maintain Prewar 


Job Level. 


More than 700 manufacturing 
plants in the St. Louis metropolitan 
district have indicated they will 
employ just as many workers after 
the war as they did in the period 
just prior to the war, Al Schind- 


ler, executive secretary of the St. 
Louis Committee on Economic De- 
velopment, announced today. 

Statements from officers of these 

plants, all of which employ more 
than 25 persons and which include 
the largest in the district, were re- 
ceived by Schindler in answer to 
a survey conducted by the commit- 
tee, which is a branch of the Na- 
tional Committee on Economic De- 
velopment and is headed by Wil- 
liam McClellan, board chairman 
of the Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri. 
“The aim of the committee,” 
Schindler said, “is to attain the 
maximum employment in St. Louis 
after the war, and from answers 
to our questionnaire the outlook 
is indeed encouraging. From now 
on our purpose will be to work in 
order to retain all the people we 
have in the area now and keep 
them here in satisfactory employ- 
ment.” 

The survey also disclosed that 
more than 700 manufacturing 
plants here are making definite 
plans for the postwar period, 
Schindler said. They have ap- 
pointed top-ranking officers or 
committees, to work toward a 
speedy conversion from wartime 
production to peacetime produc- 
tion, or, if no conversion is needed, 
they are planning for larger pro- 
duction when vital materials are 
released for civilian use. 

The committee now plans to send 
questionnaires to the 1700 smaller 
manufacturing plants in the area, 
to prompt them to make postwar 
plans now, in order that their per- 
sonnel schedules will not have to 
be drastically reduced when peace 
comes, Schindler said, 

A similar move will be taken to 
retain employment in department 
stores and other retail stores, and 
another survey, he said, is about to 
be made to determine the approx- 
imate number of filling stations 
that will be reopened after the 
war, providing additional employ- 
ment for returning service men 
and war workers.

Naval Lt. Walter G. Hartley Jr. 
of Clayton, who was credited with 
damaging two Japanese merchant 
ships while on patrol duty as pilot 
of a Catalina patrol plane, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he has been flying for 20 months 
in the Southwest Pacific without 
being attacked ance by Japanese 
interceptor planes. 

Lt. Hartley is on, leave, visiting 
his mother, Mrs. L. R.: Blodgett, 
326 South Hanley road, Clayton. 
His arrival here was coincident 
with the release of an Associated 
Press. dispatch from the Pacific, 
in which the remarkable record 
of the Catalinas was cited. In 
more than 250 missions against 
the Japanese, only one of the slow, 
lumbering patrol planes was lost, 
but all of its crew was saved. 

A letter of commendation was 
presented Lt. Hartley by the War 
Department for his part in damag- 
ing enemy shipping, but Hartley 
said today that he was not sure 
just which ships he damaged. 
“Our plane has dropped bombs 
near enough to half a dozen Japa- 
nese ships to have caused damage, 
but I am not positive which we 
damaged worst,” he said. “It may 
have been last September, when 
we bombed a Japanese cruiser and 
a large merchant ship of about 
10,000 tons. We made four bomb- 
ing runs over the cruiser and one 
over the merchant ship.” 
Lt. Hartley said his plane had 
one considerable bombing of ene- 
my shore installations and troop 
movements in the Southwest Pa- 
cific area, but that its principal 
duty was patrol work, in which 
the Catalinas, large flying boats 
painted black, operate exclusively 
at night. Because of their name 
and color, the planes have become 
known as the “Black Cats,” Hart- 
ley said. 

Enemy Antiaircraft Poor. 

“The Japanese antiaircraft fire 

that I have encountered has al- 
ways been thick, but poorly aimed,” 
Hartley added in explaining how 
his plane has come through the 
war thus far without a scratch, de- 
spite numerous missions, 
Hartley is 23 years old. He left 
Tulsa University shortly before he 
was due to graduate, and enlisted 
in the Navy in the spring of 1940. 
He has a brother, Cpl. Stanley 
Hartley, serving with the Army 
Air Forces in the North African 
theater.

Although there have been about 
7000 men classified as delinquent

This was announced today by 
Gerald B. Norris, head of the St.

Of the total number of men in- 
volved since the draft law became 
effective, 650 have been indicted 
in United States District Court 
here and about half of this group 
are now serving  pentitentiary 
terms.

Highest number of delinquents 
reported in any one month by the 
draft boards in this district was

100 BiG PLANTS 
HERE WORKING ON 
POSTWAR PLANS 


Economic Committee Sur- 
vey Shows They Intend 
to Maintain Prewar 
Job Level. 


More than 700 manufacturing 
plants in the St. Louis metropolitan 
district have indicated they will 
employ just as many workers after 
the war as they did in the period 
just prior to the war, Al Schind- 


ler, executive secretary of the St. 
Louis Committee on Economic De- 
velopment, announced today. 

Statements from officers of these 
plants, all of which employ more 
than 25 persons and which include 
the largest in the district, were re- 
ceived by Schindler in answer to 
a survey conducted by the commit- 
tee, which ‘is a branch of the Na- 
tional Committee on Economic De- 
velopment and is headed by Wil- 
liam McClellan, board chairman 
of the Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri. 

“The aim of the committee,” 
Schindler said, “is to attain the 
maximum employment in St. Louis 
after the war, and from answers 
to our questionnaire the outlook 
is indeed encouraging. From now 
on our purpose will be to work in 
order to retain all the people we 
have in the area now and keep 
them here in satisfactory employ- 
ment.” 

The survey also disclosed that 
more than 700 manufacturing 
plants here are making definite 
plans for the postwar period, 
Schindler said. They have ap- 
pointed top-ranking officers or 
committees, to work toward a 
speedy conversion from wartime 
production to peacetime -produc- 
tion, or, if no conversion is needed, 
they age planning for larger pro- 
duction when vital materials are 
released for civilian use. 

The committee now plans to send 
questionnaires to the 1700 smaller 
manufacturing plants in the area, 
to prompt them to make postwar 
plans now, in order that their per- 
sonnel schedules will not. have to 
be drastically reduced when peace 
comes, Schindler said.’ 

A similar move will be taken to 
retain employment in department 
stores and other retail stores, and

In 20 Months of Flying Over Pacific 


Clayton Flyer Credited 
With Damaging Two 
Merchant Ships—Navy 
Lost One Catalina in 


250 Missions. 


Naval Lt. Walter G. Hartley Jr. 
of Clayton, who was credited with 
damaging two Japanese merchant 
ships while on patrol duty as pilot 
of a Catalina patrol plane, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he has been flying for 20 months 
in the Southwest Pacific without 
being attacked once by Japanese 
interceptor planes. 

Lt. Hartley ig on leave, visiting 
his mother, Mrs. L. R. Blodgett, 
326 South Hanley road, Clayton. 
His arrival here was coincident 
with the release of an Associated 
Press dispatch from the Pacific, 
in which the remarkable record 
of the Catalinas was cited. In 
more than 250 missions against 
the Japanese, only one of the slow, 
lumbering patrol planes was lost, 
but all of its crew was saved. 

A letter of commendation was 
presented Lt. Hartley by the War 
Department for his part in damag- 
ing enemy shipping, but Hartley 
said today that he was not sure 
just which ships he damaged. 

“Our plane has dropped bombs 
near enough to half a dozen Japa- 
nese ships to have caused damage, 
but I am not positive which we 
damaged worst,” he said. “It may 
have been last September, when 
we bombed a Japanese cruiser and 
a large merclignt ship of about 
10,000 tons. Wé made four bomb- 
ing runs over the cruiser and one 
over the merchant ship.” 

Lt. Hartley said his plane had 
done considerable bombing of ene- 
my shore installations and troop 
movements in .the Southwest Pa- 
cific area, but that its principal 
duty was patrol work, in which 
the Catalinas, large flying boats 
painted black, operate exclusively 
at night. Because of their name 
and color, the planes have become 
known as the “Black Cats,” Hart- 
ley said. 

Enemy Antiaircraft Poor. 

“The Japanese antiaircraft fire 
that I have encountered has al- 
ways been thick, but poorly aimed,” 
Hartley added in explaining how 
his plane has come through the 
war thus far without a scratch, de- 
spite numerous missions. 

Hartley is 23 years old. He left 
Tulsa University shortly before he 
was due to graduate, and enlisted 
in the Navy in the spring of 1940. 
He has a brother, Cpl. Stanley 
Hartley, serving with the Army 
Air Forces in the North African 
theater. 

A plane similar to that piloted 
by Lt. Hartley recently bombed a 
10,000-ton Japanese mercharit ves- 
sel, and left it burning from stem 
to stern, the Associated Press re- 
lated, in describing activities of 
the Catalinas, which some experts 
had termed obsolete shortly after 
Pearl Harbor.

The night flying Catalinas in

BERN, Nov. 26. tl darkest 
and bloodiest days of the Fascist 
regime pale before the massacre 
Nov. 15 at Ferrara, town of the 
Duke d’Este, in Emilia Province. 
The following account appeared in 
the Lugano (Switzerland) news- 
paper, Libera Stampa, this week: 


For one Fascist killed, 12 citizens 
were murdered and their bodies 


left lying for 24 hours, 

In Verona—in the name of the 
phantom Duce—the Fascist party 
congress was formulating its 
“points of program” for the “new 
social republic.” Ferrara’s com- 
missioner of the Fascist federation 
was killed. The victim was one 
of the few Italians who, after Sept. ' 
8, placed themselves at the Ger- 
mans’ disposal. 

On learning the news, Party 
Secretary Allesandro Pavolini or- 
dered the maddest reprisals. Sev- 


eral automobiles, laden with armed 
Fascists, rode in Ferrara, shooting 
at all and sundry. Terror reigned. 
Workmen closed factory doors, 


their homes. The mortal silence 
was broken intermittently by the 
Whine of army cars and the bark 
of shots. 

All those suspected of doubtful 
loyalty toward the new regime 
were dragged from factories, of- 
fices and homes. More than 300

Men and Boys Machine- 
Gunned After Resident

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Nov. 26 (AP).—Fifty-four 
Italian boys and men, residents of 
the little village of Bellona, near 
Naples, were massacred by Ger- 
man machine-gunners Oct. 7 be- 
cause a neighbor had killed a Ger- 
man soldier and wounded another 
while attempting to save his niece 
from ‘abduction, according to a 
British Army officer who investi- 
gated the incident. 

Allied headquarters made public 
the officer’s report of his findings 
yesterday. 

The young woman was 21-year- 
old Maria Cafaro, daughter of 
Gabriel Cafaro, a _ naturalized 
American citizen living in Rutland, 
Vt. The officer’s report said she 
was seized in her home by three 
German soldiers as she was pre- 
paring supper. They had climbed 
the orchard wall to approach her 
unobserved. Her screams aroused 
her uncle, who was in another 
part of the house, 

Uricle Opens Fire on Nazis, 
Grabbing a rifle, he ran to her 
assistance. When the Nazis turned 
on him he fired, killing one and 
wounding another. he_ third 
threw a grenade and fled. The 
girl, bleeding from _ abrasions, 
fainted. That night the uncle and

Before dawn!German troops bat- 


Every man and 
boy found was herded into the 
village square and given two min- 
utes to name the “offenders” and 
where they had gone. 

“A priest and his curate were 
seized while celebrating mass,” the 
officer’s report said. “A dying 
man was torn from his bed. The 
doctor and surgeon, the monks in 
the monastery, were pulled out.” 


Executed in Groups of Five. 


The two minutes passed in si- 
lence. The officer in command 
picked 54 men and boys and 
marched them to a nearby quarry. 
At the edge of the pit they faced 
a machine gun in groups of five, 
their bodies falling into the quar- 
ry. The Germans then dynamited 
the quarry, burying the bodies 
under tons of rock, 

British patrols found the women 
of the village still digging for the 
bodies of their husbands and sons 
when they entered the village sev- 
eral days later.

52 WEEKS’ JOBLESS 
PAY FOR VETERANS 
PROPOSED IN BILLS

able estimate the cost will not 
exceed our cost of running the 
war for about two weeks during 
the present fiscal year,” a rough 
estimate would be around four 
billion dollars. 

Here is a summary of the main 
provisions of the bills: 

Unemployment Insurance: $15 a 
week for a single man or woman, 
$5 additional for a dependent wife, 
and $2.50 additional for each de- 
pendent child up to a maximum 


of $25 a week. Benefits would be 
paid through the Social Security 
Board co-operating with state un- 
employment agencies. Applicants 
would be required to register with 
public emplo¥ment offices and ac- 
cept “suitable” employment when 
it was offered. Payments up to a 
maximum of 52 weeks would be 
made in a 15-month period after 
honorable discharge. 

Age and Survivors’ Insurance: 
Credits for military service would 
be allowed for each month of 
service since Sept. 16, 1940 — the 
date of the Selective Service Oct. 
—whether or not the service man 
previously had been covered by the 
Socia] Security Act. Credits would 
be related to a uniform wage base 


of $160 per month, similar to 
provisions of the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act. The Government would 
appropriate amounts equivalent to 
the employer and employe tax 
contribution. 
State Insurance Coverage. 

Wagner said that about half the 
men in service are covered by ex- 
isting state unemployment insur- 
ance programs, because they were 
engaged in farming or other ex- 
cluded occupations, and that those 
covered probably would find pay- 
ments inadequate. He said a ma- 
jority of the states pay a maximum 
of $15 a week and that the mini- 
mum goes below $5 weekly in nine 
states. 

May’s bill, which the Kentuckian 


said has the backing of the White 
House, calls for payment of a maxi- 
mum of $300 to those who have 
been on active duty six months or 
longer. 

Men who have served less than 
six months but more than four 
months would receive $200, and 
those with less than four months 
of service would get $100. 


The first $100 due would be pay- 
able immediately on discharge or 
relief from active duty. The bal- 
ance would be paid jn two equal 
monthly installments. 

Men discharged or relieved since 
Dec. 7, 1941, and no longer in serv- 
ice, would be paid their mustering- 
out compensation, one month after 
enactment of the legislation. 


The legislation provides for pay- 
ments to the surviving widow, 
minor children, or parents of men 
who dle before receiving their pay. 

Cost of May’s Bill. 

May made no estimate of the 
cost of ‘the legislation, but based 
on an eligibility list of ten million 
men and women, including those 
already discharged, and assuming 
that all will have six months of 
service, the bill would cost approxi- 
mately three billion dollars. 


Veterans of the last war received 
mustering-out pay of $60, which 
was deducted from bonuseg pro- 
vided subsequently by Congress. 
The bonuses were calculated at the 
rate of $1 for each day of domestic 
service and $1.25 for each day of 


foreign duty. The average bonus 
was less than $1000. 

Committee members sald they 
thought no bonus legislation would 
be necessary after this war be- 
cause of increased allotments now 
paid to dependents, higher pension 
rates, more liberal mustering-out 
pay, and projected unemployment 
compensation,

“Face of City Changed.” 


“The face of Berlin is changed 
today,” said the Lokal Anzeiger, 
first German paper reaching Stock- 
holm describing the ruins. “There 
are lines of suffering in the face 
of Berlin, and it will take a long 
time before they disappear.” 

Owners of wrecked homes waited 
in the streets with piles of sal- 
vaged furniture and belongings, it 
said, “and other thousands trudge 
through the streets with furniture 
on their backs.” 

Eyewitness accounts gave this 
picture of destruction in the heart 
of Berlin: 

Virtually every building on the 
left side of the Wilhelmstrasse 
from Wilhelmplatz to Unter Den 
Linden, was destroyed or damaged, 
except for the Reichschancellery.

this production, not southwardly 
to Whitehorse but west to Alaska. 

“At first I thought the construc- 
tion of roads would be feasible for 
transport of the petroleum by 
trucks, but later I did recommend 
the pipeline, to run along the low 
divide west of the Norman field. 
Originally I also favored establish- 
ment of the refinery at Mayo, on 
the Stewart branch of the Yukon 
River, in our territory, but later 
changed this suggestion to Fair- 
banks. 

“It’s been a mystery to me as 
to who pressed for the more indi- 
rect plan ultimately adopted by the 
War Department. I was definitely 
against the Canol route as select- 
ed.” 

Senator Harry 8S. Truman of 
Missouri, committee chairman, 
said he was not surprised at 
Stefansson’s disavowal of responsi- 
bility for the Canol project as 
executed, and added that the entire 
development was the “Army’s 
boner.” 

Cheaper Plan Passed Up. 

Six months ago Budget Director 
Smith, in a report to the War. De- 
partment, strongly questioned the 
advisability of proceeding with the 
Canol project and suggested an 
alternative, cheaper way of supply- 
ing aviation gasoline to the air 
bases along the Alaska highway 
and in Alaska, the Post-Dispatch 
learned yesterday. 

The Budget Director, in his long- 
secreted report, which was made 
available to the Post-Dispatch, said 
the alternative route for transport- 
ing petroleum products would have 
made unnecessary the costly ex- 
ploration and drilling at Norman 
Wells, the pipeline from the field 
to Whitehorse, and the White- 
horse refinery. . 

He recommended that study be 
given to the suggested alternative 
plan under which petroleum prod- 
ucts would have been shipped 
from the United States to the 
deep-water port at Skagway, west 
of Whitehorse, but in Alaskan 
territory, and from there distrib- 
uted by pipeline to the air bases.

This alternative, he declared in 
the report, would have saved com- 
pletion time, capital investment, 
man power, critical materials and 
operating costs, 

Despite the Budget Director’s re- 
port, the War Department proceed- 
ed with the Canol project, estimat- 
ed by Patterson to cost a total of 
134 million dollars. At the hearings 
there were repeated objections by 
Truman Committee members to 
the location of the refinery in 
Canadian territory, and the Pe- 
troleum Administrator for War, 
Harold L. Ickes, protested that the 
project was undertaken without 
first ascertaining whether an oil 
pool could be discovered and util- 
ized in Alaska, nearer to our air 
bases. 

A new inquiry Into the Army’s 
Canadian oil venture to determine 
whether it involved “waste and ex- 
travagance” was indicated yester- 
day by Chairman Truman. 

Truman, asserting the Canol 
project at Whitehorse “should not 
have been undertaken in the first 
place,” said the committee “will 
concentrate next year on the care 
with which the taxpayers’ money 
was spent for the work done.” 

“In reality,” he said, “it is all 
part of one investigation of which 
the present inquiry is a new 
phase.” 

“I think most of the committee 
is convinced that the project has 
little or no military value in view 
of the fact that it won’t be in 
operation before next spring, and 
the alternative of moving oil from 
the United States by water would 
have been faster and cheaper. 

“Now the question is: How care- 
fully has the Army expended the 
money on construction? Reports 
reaching the committee indicate 
that truck drivers have been paid 
lavish sums, that manpower, ma- 
terials and shipping space have 
been wasted.” 

Hugh A, Fulton, committee coun- 
sel, told reporters that an aggre- 
gate of 130,000 tons of food, pipe 
and other equipment will have been 
hauled by tank ships to Canada 
for the Canol project by the time 
it is completed next year. On the 
basis of available statistics, he 
said, it will take five or six years 
before the Cano] refinery at White- 
horse has produced oil sufficient 
to process 130 tons of high-octane 


aviation gasoline. 


Question of Final Ownership. 

Throughout the hearing, pefer- 
ence was made to a reported pro- 
vision in the contract between this 
Government, Canada and the Im- 
perial Oil Co., Ltd., subsidiary of 
Standard Ol of New Jersey, to 
the effect that six months after 
the war the refinery and pipelines 
shall be appraised by representa- 
tives of the two countries, and that 
Canada shall be given the first 
option to buy the property at the 
agreed price. 

However, the Budget Director's 
confidential report, made after a 
careful study of all the facts, 
states clearly that at the end of 
hostilities the Imperial Oil Co., 
not the Dominion of Canada, shall 
have the first option to purchase 
the property. It is possible, of 
course, that subsequent to Smith’s 
report the exchange of agreement 
notes between the United States 
and Canada altered the provision. 
A study of the contract by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter failed to 
shed light on the point, there being 
apparently no reference to it.

King’s Plate Race 
Rules Are Changed 


QUEBEC, Nov. 26 (AP).—Drastic 
changes have been announced by 
the Ontario Jockey Club that will 
open up the historic King’s Plate 
to all three-year-olds foaled in 
Canada.

When news of Italy’s capitulation reached Indo-China, Frenchmen 
in Saigon were so frankly happy over it that the colonial administra- 
tion, fearful of Japanese displeasure, issued an order decreeing that 


“nobody must smile or laugh” over Italy's predicament. 


Japan's unpopularity in Indo- 
China ranges all the way from the 
burning hatred of many French- 
men to the passive dislike of the 
native population, which blames 
the Japanese for is economic dif- 
ficulties. The native peoples, who 
had suffered much from French 
repression and exploitation, at first 
welcomed the Japanese. Now they 
like the Japanese no better than 
they like the French—possibly less. 

Yet Indo-China has suffered less 
from the war than probably any 
other country in the so-called “co- 
prosperity sphere.” The colony 
produces more than enough food 
for its own needs, and the French 
administration, unable to import 
manufactured goods from France, 
has reversed its former imperial- 
istic policy of discouraging local 
industries. A sufficient number of 
small enterprises have sprung up 
to provide the people with a few 
of their barest needs, though there 
are shortages in almost every line. 
Imports of textiles and other man- 
ufactured products from Japan, in 
return for Indo-China’s rice, are 
very limited in amount. 


Stiffening Resistance. 


Vice-Adm. Jean Decoux, the Gov- 
ernor-General who sold out Indo- 
China to Japan, is general unpop- 
ular, though even his worst en- 
emies will give him credit for his 
extraordinary capacity for stalling 
off his Japanese masters. Accord- 
ing to escapees from Indo-China, 
the French administration has late- 
ly shown a stiffening attitude to- 
ward the Japanese, as a result, 
probably, of Allied victories. These 
victories have improved French 
bargaining power. 

The turning of the worm was 
evident recently during nego- 
tiations for the annual renewal of 
the Japan-French Indo-China eco- 
nomic agreement. Such reports as 
are available indicate that the Jap- 
anese demanded an allotment of 
1,600,000 tons of rice for the cur- 
rent year, an increase of 400,000 
tons over what they received last 
year. But the French held out for 
the original figure, insisting that 
Indo-China could not spare more. 
The Japanese became _insistant. 
Adm. Decoux is said to have then 
intimated that if they persisted in 
their demand he might be obliged 
to’ reopen the _ border

Want Emperor Back. 

But no one supposes—the French 
least of all—that the Japanese are 
through with Indo-China. Annam, 
for instance, is the most important 
of the several states that make up 
the Indo-China union, and the An- 
namese are the preponderant ele- 
ment in the population. The Jap- 
anese make no secret of their de- 
sire to see the deposed Emperor 
of Annam—who for some years has 
been an exile under Japanese pro- 
tection—returned to his throne. 
The present young Emperor is a 
faithful French satellite. Revolu- 
tionary elements, notably the Kao 
Tai, are believed to have some sur- 
reptitious support from the Japa- 
nese. An uprising, rumored ‘to 
have been set for Sept. 6, failed to 
come off. 

The Japanese maintain a rela- 
tively small garrison in Indo-China, 
concentrated chiefly in the south, 
around the port of Saigon. Saigon 
is important to the Japanese as a 
trans-shipment center for the sup- 
ply of their armies in Southeastern 
Asia. They are able to make an 
enormous saving in shipping by 
dumping supplies at the port of 
Saigon and then sending them 
overland into Thailand, Malaya 
and Burma by railways and truck. 
The unloaded ships return to Ja- 
pan with cargoes of rice and rub- 
ber. 

The volume of materials moving 
through Saigon demonstrates that 
the Japanese Army and Air Force 
are building up considerable dumps 
of materials in Southeastern Asia 
in preparation against coming Al- 
lied offensives. Around Saigon, 
they have laid out an elaborate 
network of airdromes, built with 
the help of Allied prisoners of war. 
There is plenty of labor in Indo- 
China, but the Japanese, doubt- 
less, get some satisfaction out of 
showing off their prisoners to the 
native population, in the hope that 
the Annamese will be duly im- 
pressed with the downfall of white 
prestige and the omnipotence of

Try Out Soil Blocks. 


Reverting to the example of the 
century and a half-old Priorate 
Palace in Gatchina near Lenin- 
grad, builders are experimenting 
with blocks of soil impregnated 
with tar or pitch, with good re- 
sults, according to Grigory Kuz- 
netsov, director of Moscow’s con- 
struction engineering institute. 
Enough such blocks could be pro- 
duced in backyard, one-man work- 
shops, at a rate of 4000 yearly, it 
is estimated, to erect 15 or 20 
farm dwellings. 

In Lenin Hills near the out- 
skirts of Moscow, two new houses 
are being constructed of gypsum 

ocks made in 20 standard sizes 

d shapes, each numbered. It 
the experiment is successful, it 
may be considerably extended. 

Considerable emphasis is being 
put upon prefabricated housing. In 
one section, a general restoration 
decree calls for the establishment 
of 13 factories which will be de- 
voted entirely to this type of con- 
struction. For the time being their 
joint capacity is estimated at 80 
living apartments monthly. The 
Moscow construction. engineering 
institute is at work on designs for 
improved heating and plumbing 
which can be incorporated in such 
buildings. 

Responsibility for reconstruction 
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is not limited to the central de- 
partments which do the planning, 
however. It extends to almost 
every commissariat. 


Communications experts had ex- 
pected eagerness on the part of 
the Soviet population when the 
Ukraine was reconquered but they 
were not prepared for what hap- 
pened. In Orel, it was reported, 
they had to empty letter boxes 
every two hours to prevent mail 
from spilling over into the streets. 

In seven months of this year the 
commissariat of communications 
re-established 189 telegraph and 
telephone junctions and strung 
about 50,000 miles of wire lines. 
In the NMoronezh region alone 3,- 
000,000 rubles were set aside for 
such work. In terms of valuable 
materials, this was expensive. It 
required 420 tons of wire includ- 
ing 50 tons of precious copper. 

No complete figures are avail- 
able on railroad construction but a 
general decree calls for the build- 
ing by Jan. 1, 1944, of 22 city rail- 
road stations and 122 smaller ones 
of which 77 will. be new construc- 
tion.

Telephone Hub. 


Shortly before I left Germany 
in 1942 I was told of the com- 
pletion, in Berlin, of the most 
modern telephone exchange in 
Germany if not in all Europe. I 
was given to understand that the 
number of daily calls to the capital 
had reached astronomical propor- 
tions, because the authorities at 
the seat of the central govern- 
ment were constantly being ap- 
pealed to for decision by Nazi 
sub-leaders in the provinces.

After interviewing eye-witnesses of the unceas- 
ing R. A. F. bomb attacks on the German capital, 
Edwin Shanke of the Associated Press begins a 
dispatch from Stockholm with these meaningful 
words: “The Berlin which American tourists knew 
has ceased to exist.” 

Did Shanke recall a communique of six and a 
half years ago in which a similar expression ap- 
peared? Or was it coincidence that he used vir- 
tually the same words that had been applied to 
the bombing of another city, the victim of Hit- 
ler’s air force in its early days of experimenta- 
tion in the use of high explosives as applied from 
the air against human beings and their homes? 

The scene of that test was Guernica, in Spain. 
After the “holy city” of the Basques, far from the 
fighting lines of the Spanish civil war, had been 
wrecked and some 1000 of its 7000 inhabitants 
slaughtered, on April 26, 1937, officials at Bilbao 
issued a brief statement. It said: “Guernica no 
longer exists.” 

Here was a peaceful town, with no military in- 
stallations or war plants. On a lazy spring after- 
noon, the bombing planes came over, wave after 
wave. They flew low, dropping explosives and 
incendiaries, and machine-gunned the terrified 
people as they fled. It did not take long to es- 
tablish the fact that this act of destruction and 
massacre had been perpetrated by Gen. Franco's 
Nazi allies, for the sole purpose of finding out 
just what could be done in war by means of 
terror rained from the air. 

It was the first example of the deadly formula 
later followed by the Nazi murderers at Warsaw 
and Rotterdam, at Coventry and Belgrade. It 
was one of the episodes that made Spain the 
testing ground for World War II, a fact which 
was not realized or was disregarded at the time 
by statesmen who put their trust in appeasement 
and in proclamations of neutrality. 

The seeds of destruction that Hitler sowed 
at Guernica are coming home to him now, and to 
the German people. Yet, by comparison with 


‘what the Luftwaffe did in the ancient Basque 


city, the Allies are being merciful to the Fuehrer’s 
proud capital. The R. A. F. bombers are not 
seeking ont the homes of the people and machine- 
gunning citizens as they flee. As Shanke indi- 
cates in his dispatch, it is the railway stations, 
the Government buildings and the other centers 
of the Nazis’ war-making power fhat are the 
main targets of the bombs. 

Terror and experimentation were the motives 
of Franco’s Nazi supporters at Guernica. The 
purpose of the R. A. F.:in its nightly pounding 
of Berlin is to knock out the German capital, 
the directing agency of Hitlet’s whole program of 
conquest, and thus to finish the war in Europe. 
The lives being taken in Berlin are sacrifices 
to the Fuehrer’s war lust, but each night's hail 
of bombs surely brings unconditional surrender 
and peace that much nearer. 

The martyrs of Guernica died virtually un- 
heeded, at a time when Nazism’s menace to all 
the world’s peace and security had not yet re- 
ceived official recognition. Because it went un- 
heeded, London was smashed by bomb and flame, 
and now Berlin takes its turn. 

The bombing of Guernica was a prelude to 
world war, The bombing of Berlin can be a 
prelude to peace if the Germans read the ulti- 
matum in every block-buster that falls, and ac- 
cept the terms of unconditional surrender.

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Eisenhower Can Handle It 


The demand by Senator Bailey of North Caro- 
lina for a court-martialing of Gen. George 8. Pat- 
ton Jr. ig unfortunately typical of a small but 
nonetheless voluble sector of opinion. The Gen- 
eral, having lost his temper in the heat of bat- 
tle and slapped a shell-shocked soldier whom he 
wrongly suspected of malingering, now is judged 
by Senator Bailey to have “lost his usefulness, 
whatever it may have been,” The gentleman from 
North Carolina has “never heard of a General so 
valuable he can get away with such conduct.” 

Secretary Stimson’s view of it is that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, who is in charge of the 
theater of war in which Gen. Patton is engaged, 
is able to make whatever decisions are needed 
there regarding administration and discipline. 
The Secretary is confident of Eisenhower’s acting 
“in the highest interest of his country,” and un- 
doubtedly the vast majority of his fellow Ameri- 
cans feel equal confidence. Gen. Eisenhower has 
rebuked Gen. Patton sharply, has required him 
to apologize to the slapped soldier and to all his 
men, and now considers the incident closed. 

Deplorable as the incident was, and unfortunate 
as it may be that Gen. Patton acted so wrong- 
headedly and so hot-headedly, it must be obvious 
that Senator Bailey cannot run the Mediterranean 
theater of war from his seat in the Senate. That 
matter is left to Gen. Eisenhower—for only one 
reason, to be sure, but then {ft is a very good

ever to that all-compelling purpose. 
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In Justice to War Veterans 


President’ Roosevelt’s requést to Congress this 
week for more legislation in behalf of veterans 
is excellent as far as it goes, and it certainly 
goes much farther and faster than Congress has 
done to date, Nearly all the recommendations 
are embodied in bills introduced in Congress to- 
The disconcerting thing about it is that 
Mr. Roosevelt has not yet proposed a really com- 
plete plan for receiving the men and women 
of our armed forces back into civilian life, and 
that he shows no signs of meaning to do so at 
any time in the future. He has been content with 
patchwork organization in the past and, while he 
shows that he has at heart all the many and 
complex problems that are to be dealt with in 
the demobilization, he also indicates rather 
strongly that he views them as a patchwork and 
not as one whole. 

Virtually everyone will agree to the items cov- 
ered by the President's requeat—mustering-out 
pay, unemployment allowances and social security 
credits during service in the armed forces, and 
extension of unemployment insurance to the Mer- 
chant Marine (only the last-named item ig not 
mentioned in the reports of today’s bills). Mr. 
Roosevelt is eminently correct in telling Congress 
that it ought to get about this business now, and 
have everything in readiness when the time 
comes, instead of putting off and being caught 
only partly prepared. 

It would have been still better, however, if the 
President had told Congress that there ought to 
be one agency of Government solely responsible 
for seeing to it that everything is done for the 
returning soldier that should be done. There is 
only confusion in numbers when a citizen is 
looking to the Government for what is coming 
to him and is forced to confront many agencies 
instead of just one, In Wisconsin, vocational 
training, which veterans already returned must 


_ have in order to earn their living again, is being 


deferred as long as a year by the division of re- 
sponsibility between the Veterans’ Administration 
and Social Security. When the responsibility is 
further divided among the United States Employ- 
ment Service, the Civil Service Commission, the 
Army Emergency Relief and the Federal Security 
Administration, the opportunities for red tape 
and buck-passing become infinite, 

What are we going to have when the admin- 
istration of Government service for our millions 
of veterans comes to the test? Are we going to 
have an agency that is trying to get something 
done held up because another agency can’t make 
up its mind—as in Wisconsin? Are we going 
to give every one of a dozen or so agencies the 
chance to alibi that its failure is due to the fail- 
ure of any one of the others? Are we going to 
make our veterans trudge from one door to the 
other, trying to follow a labyrinth of Government, 
trying to organize, for every one of their millions 
of cases, the unity of Government that we should 
have organized for them? 

The task is too vital for a makeshift patch- 
work of Government agencies to suffice, There 
should be one agency and one man to receive 
praise for success, and to be told, for failure: 
Get out. Make way for someone who can do the job. 
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New York Looks at Our Court Plan 


New York is having an unpleasant judicial 
scandal, and is looking about for a remedy. Cen- 
tral figure in the scandal is Thomas A. Aurelio, 
who was nominated by both parties for Supreme 
Court Justice. On learning later that strings 
had been pulled for Aurelio by. Frank Costello, 
an underworld figure, in a deal with Tammany 
leaders, both parties repudiated him, but it was 
too late. Aurelio won his court fight to stay on 
the ballot, and was elected. 

An effort is being made to prevent future tie- 
ups of the courts with politics, and the New York 
Herald Tribune reports that the Missouri non- 
partisan plan for selection of Judges “will hold 
an important place in the deliberations.” In an 
article more than a column long, the newspaper 
avorably appraises this State’s plan, and says 
t is being urged for adoption by New York Bar 
Association members and election-law experts. 

While the Missouri plan is found worthy of 
emulation in New York, how is it being treated at 
home? Its enemies in the Constitutional Con- 
vention are so numerous and so persistent that a 
report urging abrogation of the system is con- 
sidered strongly possible, almost probable. 

New York has taken warning from its own ex- 
perience, and looks to Missouri for guidance. It 
would be the height of folly for Missouri now to 
turn its back on the New York episode, and sim- 
ilar ones in its own history, to return to the old, 
discredited method of politics in the courts, 
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Fine Example of Patriotism 

If white people, in the past, had taken as fine 
an attitude toward American democracy as the 
National Negro Council took at Chicago the other 
day, there would now be 600,000 more soldiers 
available to fight for our—and their—country. 

The council urged that this number of single 
Negroes rejected by the Army on account of illit- 
eracy be drafted before pre-Pearl Harbor fathers.

We, too, should do our, 
utmost to train the hundreds of thousands of 
our citizens—Negroes, as many of them happen to 
be—who cannot read or write, and so enable them 
to fight for democracy. In so doing, we should 
earnestly resolve never again to weaken the dem- 
ocratic spirit and the military might of our coun- 
try by withholding education from any man on 
account of color. :

ENGLAND (By Cable). 

An American Q. M. Sergeant from Kan- 
sas City was dumped out at Basra on the 
Persian Gulf recently and slapped into a 
truck convoy to learn how the vital Iran- 
to-Russia supply road works. Alongside the 
Sergeant in the lead truck was a young 
Russian efreitor, or Corporal, from Sevas- 
topol, 

The efreitor was the first Russian soldier 
the American had ever seen. For the first 
few miles, the two noncoms sat cold-faced 
and tight-lipped. Then the truck blew out 
a front tire and both men scrambled out 
to change it. That started a conversation 
in sign language and broken English. By 
the time they hit Teheran, Iran, the Amer- 
ican and Russian soldiers were discussing 
heatedly the comparative merits of Kan- 
sas City and Sevastopol women. 


When they reached Tabriz, they were eat- 
ing dinner together and drinking strong 
Russian beer in the efreitor’s favorite cafe. 
At the Iran-U. 8S. 8S. R. border, they became 
involved in a baseball game with some 
American Negro truck drivers. The efrei- 
tor played a perfect game at first base. 


A Surprise for Both 


At this point, the efreitor was calling the 
short, dark American “hokhol,” an affec- 
tionate Russian nickname for the people of 
the Ukraine, who are likewise short and 
dark. According to Soviet war correspond- 
ent Ilya Ehrenbourg, who saw the whole 
thing happen, the Sergeant was calling the 
Russian Corporal “Lou Novikoff” and mut- 
tering over and over, “He’s just like the 
fellows back home in Kansas City.” 


The American Sergeant couldn’t under- 
stand how he could be like the average 
American in so many ways. 

Just like American GIs, the average Rus- 
sian soldier is scared stiff by typhoid, ty- 
phus, cholera and tetanus “shots.” He loves 
beer. He drinks great quantities of a car- 
bonated fruit water called sitro, which by 
a slight stretch of the imagination could 
be called the Russian version of Coca-Cola. 


The krasnoarmeyetz makes the same 
cracks about the canned preparation known 
as svinya tushonka as we do about SOS 
or Spam, 

In training, the Russian GI hates obsta- 
cle courses and extended-order drill; -in 
combat, he curses the “easy” lot of the 
Red Air Force and Red Tank Corps. The 
flyers and tank men are openly envied as 
“glamour boys,” just as in our Army. 


American Games Are Liked 


Almost every evening after chow, you can 
find the Russian soldier playing lacrosse or 
basketball. Both games were imported 
from the States, and they are tremendously 
popular, 

The recruit goes through everything our 
dogface must stomach. When the Russian 
soldier salutes, he touches the finger tips 
of his right hand to his temple rather than 
to his right eyebrow. This type of highball 
gives him the appearance of a man wrapped 
deep in thought. . 

The Russian dogface stands endless in- 
spections, must shave every day, is not al- 
lowed to grow a beard or mustache and 
must have his boots shined and his uni- 
form pressed for morning and evening for- 
mations, 

The Red Army man is never without his 


combat pack, or ranetz, in the field. Like 
a musette bag, it is slung over the back. It 
most always contains a spare shirt and un- 
derwear,.a handkerchief, toilet articles, and 
emergency rations. 


Sometimes these rations are our own be- 
loved C or K kind, sent to Russia via lend- 
lease. More often they’re the despised svin- 
ya tushonka. 

Soldier-cooks move forward with the men, 
carrying portable field kitchens and samo- 
vars, sometimes to within a few hundred 
yards of the front lines. The samovar is 
an urn for heating water; the Russian sol- 
dier has to have his tea. 


Hot Food for Fighters 


When hot stew or soup has been pre- 
pared, the cooks carry it themselves in big 
thermos pots to the men at their battle 
stations. Very often three assistant cooks 
will be detailed to fight off an enemy patrol 
while the others work on the meal. 


A very famous cook, Sgt. Ivan Khlukin, 
was cited recently when a passing General 
found his pots full of bullet dents and dis- 
covered a shell fragment in the soup. But 
front-line action is only a small part of the 
rugged existence of the Red Army cook, 


A boy from the Caucasus will walk into 
the kitchen and demand shashlik, or lamb 
barbecued on a spit. A Siberian from Mag- 
nitogorsk will insist on some pelmene, or 
meat frozen in dough. A homesick Middle 
Asian youngster from the Uzbek will come 
to the cook and beg him to knock out a 
bit of plov, which is curried lamb. A tough- 
looking Mongolian kid from Lake Baikal 
will threaten to break the cook’s neck if 
he doesn’t serve dried meat and rice in 
the next 10 days. 

Like American mess Sergeants, however, 
the Russian cooks just shrug their shoul- 
ders and go right ahead mixing dehydrated 
vegetables and frozen meats into a nice 
easy-to-make borscht. 


Russia Has Jive, Too 


The Russian soldier sings practically all 
the time. Contrary to the general belief 
in the States, he doesn’t sing a steady diet 
of mournful folk songs like the “Volga 
Boatman.” He sings a strange new brand 
of Soviet jive that is sweeping the country. 

This jive consists of Russian words fitted 
to ancient American songs like “Old Man 
River,” “Jericho,” “My Bonny Lies Over the 
Ocean” and “Bicycle Built for Two.” 


But the Russian song writers have been 
working overtime trying to equal the corni- 
est efforts of our own Tin Pan Alley. Right 
now, the most popular song on the Hastern 
front is a little number knocked out by the 
soldier-poet, Lt. Col, Konstanty Simonov, 
called “Wait for Me.” It goes like this: 
“Wait for me and I'll return, dear one, 
only wait, when the leaves of autumn burn 
around our garden gate.” That should be 
enough to give you the idea. 


The krasnoarmeyetz names his rifle after 
his wife and likes to wear medals and dec- 
orations, not only “theater” ribbons, but 
medals for excellence in road repair or in 
baking. He’s not a bad guy.

Mental Cases Among V eterans 
Pose a Big Postwar Problem 


“Principles and Practice of Rehabilitation.” by Joba 
Eisele Davis. (A. 8. Barnes & Co., New York.) 


This book analyzes and offers a remedy 
for a nasty “war baby” with dangerous 
postwar complications—the rehabilitation of 
the neuro-psychiatric. These cases, Army 
records show, already fill about half the 
beds in veterans’ hospitals, Strangely 
enough, however, the incidence of mental 
diseases, including civilian and military 
groups, is lower in wartime, with only a 
small percentage of admissions to mental 
hospitals directly attributable to war causes. 

The advent of neuro-psychiatric diseases, 
the author warns, begins after demobiliza- 
tion with the subsiding of war excitement, 
which calms some types of neuroses, and 
millions of individuals must adjust them- 
selves to a new life, facing “a dangerous 
restlessness or an equally dangerous 
apathy.” The author, who is connected with 
the Veterans’ Administration's neuro-psychi- 
atric facility at Perry Point, Md., says it 
is imperative that demobilization be order- 
ly and jobs be provided for discharged 
service men if an epidemic of mental dis- 
eases ig to be avoided. 
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Planned work is the best agent both for 
preventing and curing mental conditions. 
The old hospital system with its custodial 
ideals, the author believes, must be sup- 
planted by rehabilitative programs combin- 
ing the efforts of doctors, sociologists, ther- 
apists and educators. His plan of attack— 
described in more detail in two previous 
books, “Principles and Practice of Recre- 
ational Therapy” and “Play and Mental 
Health”—combines psychiatric and psycho- 
logical approaches. 

The former attempts to bring the pa- 
tient back to reality through selection of 
work and play activities, roughly grouped 
as one-response, such as the simple mo- 
tion of bowling, or multi-response, such as 
team sports. Patients afflicted with func- 
tional disorders, such as dementia praecox, 
usually engage in team sports, while those 
with mental conditions of an organic nature 
often are limited to simple movements. 

The psychological approach, utilizing nu- 
merous tests, correlates the interests of the 
patient with a therapeutic program lead- 
ing to gainful employment. Goals should 
be set to enable the patient to see his im- 
provement. Job requirements, the author 
maintains, must be lowered to provide po- 
sitions for patients who are discharged from 
mental hospitals but are unable to compete 
for work in the “outside world.” 

Although overcrowded with information 
and theory, the book offers a valuable ap- 
proach to a subject that will have a priori- 
ty rating on the agenda of postwar recon- 
struction, SAM LAMBERT. 


Two Books on Public Relations 


“How to Write for Your Union Paper.” 
by Morris Watson (International Longshore-

How much longer rebuilding 
Russia will actually take can be 
illustrated by the city of Kharkov. 
When rebuilt it will have an en- 
tirely new city plan, on which 
chief architect Alexander Kazya- 
nov has been working for six 
years. 

Before the war Kharkov had a 
population of almost 1,000,000 per- 
sons. Kasyanov ig planning on 
only 600,000 by 1945 when he says 
rebuilding will have reached its 
peak, It igs not progressing as 
quickly as might be expected. 
Only 4000 persons are now éen- 
gaged in the construction of in- 
dustrial and residential buildings 
and the housing program alone 
requires 25,000 workers, he says. 

If the Soviet Union successfully 
overcomes the problems it now 
faces in restoration, it will have 
achieved one’ more of those mir- 
acles with which its 25-year his- 
tory is filled, Thia ig the largest- 
scale effort ever tried at lifting 
oneself by one’s own economic 
bootstraps. The world must real- 
ize this period will be as critical 
for the Soviet Union as that of the 
war itself. It will, perhaps, be 
less spectacular but certainly no 
less important. The beginning 
that has been made suggests that 
the job will be well done.

The wide, imposing avenue Un- 
terden Linden appears to have been 
hard hit. Facing this famed 
thoroughfare are Heinrich Himm- 
ler’s Ministry of the Interior, 
Wilhelm Rust’s Ministry of Cul- 
ture, and Walther Funk’s Ministry 
of Economics, Probably the Ber- 
liners would be happy to have the 
police records of Himmler’s Ges- 
tapo destroyed by fire, and they 
probably would not miss Rust’s 
edicts on Nazi education. But the 
smashing of a government depart- 
ment which regulates economic 
life to the minutest detail would 
paralyze business and industry 
which long ceased to be autono- 
mous. 


Shop District Wrecked. 


Leipziger Strasse and Friedrich 
Strasse, main downtown shopping 
streets, are evidently in shambles. 
There is a poetic justice discern- 
ible in the fact that most impor- 
tant shops along these busy streets 
were, in the days before Hitler, 
owned by Jews. The Nazis dis- 
possessed the Jews and handed 
these properties, many valued at 
millions, over to powerful party 
members. 

A German proverb says: “Goods 
acquired unlawfully bring no luck.” 
I wonder how many Nazi shop- 
keepers think of this proverb as 
they stand before the ruins of their 
businesses. 

Returning occasionally late at 
night to Berlin from out-of-town 
assignments I was always im- 
pressed by the seemingly endless 
procession of trucks and vans 
bringing food to,the metropolis. 
They gave me a visual impression 
of what it takes to feed an enor- 
mous city. Imagine what the to- 
tal dislocation of traffic, the break- 
down of telephone communica- 
tions, the melting of asphalt 
streets from the heat of burning 
buildings, the loss of ration books 
and ration records in the bombed 
districts means as regards the pro- 
visioning of the German capital.

head is quite secure. It is very 
firmly held,” 

Attacks Beaten Back. 

The initial bridgehead’ assault 
was made by a few hundred vet- 
eran infantrymen who constitut- 
ed hardly more than a large fight- 
ing patrol. By daylight Saturday 
they had spread out in the marshy 
ground on the enemy side of the 
Sangro beneath the high wooded 
ridge where the Germans are still 
entrenched. 

The German attacked both ex- 
tremities of this patrol line within 
the next 48 hours, but despite the 
loss of terrain for a short time, re- 
inforcements managed to restore 
the situation. 

Engineering crews meanwhile 
threw several steel bridges over 
the Sangro, enabling’ supplies to 
reach the forward troops on wheels 
instead of on the backs of the 
weary riflemen. 

Before dawn Tuesday, this writ- 
er and another correspondent en- 
tered the bridgehead for a brief 
stay with one embattled regiment. 
(Allied headquarters at Algiers 
announced Thursday that. the 
Eighth Army had crashed across 
the Sangro on a five-mile front 
near the Adriatic seacoast and es- 
tablished itself solidly on the north 
side.) 

From one extremity of Gen. 
Montgomery's bridgehead to the 
other our troops were slashing 
forward.

Montgomery pried the Germans

Burma is Japan's left flank in Asia, therefore reoccupation 
of Burma would put Allied forces on the borders of Japanese- 
held China, Indo-China and Thailand. Objective three: 
Burma is on the way to Malaya, Singapore, the Dutch East 
Indies, and the sea route to the South China Coast. There 
is a fourth potential objective—an attack on Burma might be 
a powerful diversion in co-operation with Allied drives on 
Tokyo from other directions. 

In any discussion of warfare in Burma the torrential 
ains brought by the southwest monsoon must be consid- 
pred.

thorities believe a successful invasion might be conducted 
despite the rains, but the monsoon would heavily handicap 
an invading force. The period between late October and 
early May is best suited to military movement. 

There is almost complete agreement among military 
spokesmen and analysts on the strategy of Burmese inva- 
sion. The favored route is from the south, striking at the 
Irrawaddy Delta, Rangoon and the mouth of the Sittang. 
Other invasion blows might come from India on the west 
and China in the east; an attempt might be made at the 
Burmese west coast. Along with these thrusts is the possi- 
bility of operations against either or both the Andaman and 
Nicobar islands. 

It is even conceivable that operations in this area might

by-pass both Burma and the islands, driving instead at 
Sumatra and the Malay States. 
1. Rangoon Area | 

Between the Arakan Mountains on the Burmese west 
coast and the Shan plateau in Eastern Burma is a lowland 
country, interspersed with hills. Here are the valleys of the 
Irrawaddy and Sittang rivers. 

Along the south coast, from the port of Bassein on the 
west to beyond the mouth of the Sittang 6n the east, a dis- 
tance of some 225 miles, is a shore line hospitable to amphi- 
bious invasion. On this coast stands Ranggon. the country’s 
capital and largest city. a 

An invasion armada proceeding from ‘India would 
travel 800 to 1200 miles to Rangoon, depending on its point 
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of departure—Calcutta or farther down the India Coast. It 
would have open sailing until it reached the southwestern 
tip of Burma, when on its right flank, 100 miles from the 
Burmese shore,- would stand the Andaman Islands. 

Swinging to the east, the armada now would attack at 
selected beachheads along the 225-mile coast. 

On the armada’s right would be the long finger of 
Burma stretching south toward the tip of Thailand and the 
Malay States. The invaders might give some attention to 
the finger's coastal towns and installations, perhaps by air. 

The armada would have a measure of air support 
beyond that accompanying it. This would come from 
Allied bases beyond the Burma border near the Bay of 
Bengal. The distance to the South Burma Coast is some 
900 miles; Allied bombers frequently have ranged the length

John married Miriam because, when he met her, she was 


“s gay and charming person.” He ceases to love her when, 
inspired by jealousy of Bette’s success as a novelist, she be- 
comes a novelist herself.

The acting is consistently good in “Old Acquaintance,” with 
all principals sharing honors in stealing scenes, and with good 
performances by supporting actors Gig Young, Dolores Moran 
and others. Some of the scenes too are very funny or touch- 
ing or anger-inducing, as they were intended. 

But the picture as a whole, from the play by John Van 
Druten, leaves much to be desired. It is too vague or evasive 
on all the important questions that might be asked, too glib 
and jointed in all the small things. |

Good dialogue, most of which is voiced by Bendix, is one 
of the characteristics of the picture.

Good action is another characteristic of the picture. How 
the Japs let the Yanks pass before rising from the ground 
to shoot them in the backs is shown, also how the Yanks 
learned to play dead the same way and shoot the Japs in 
the backs. And a scene showing how a trapped American pa- 
trol died on one of the island’s beaches is balanced for 
savagely and grimness only by another scene showing how 
the Japs themselves were finally driven into the sea.

The reason, it appears to this reviewer, is that the men shown 
don’t think, don’t question, don’t discuss, don’t quarrel, don’t 
argue, don’t individualize—don’t seem quite alive, in other 
words,

OME bridge writers seem to 

take the view that drastic crit- 

icism, especially of well-known 
experts, is not in the best taste. 
Thus, in their reports they con- 
tent themselves with a straight 
account of the bids and plays that 
occurred, and any comments they 
feel called upon to make are put 
in almest apologetically, 

This, it seems to me, is derelic- 
tion of duty. When a player, par- 
ticularly an expert, produces an 
egregious boner, if the case is rev 
ported at all, the boner should be 
spotlighted, not glossed over. Take 
the following deal, as analyzed in 
a recently published book,

West opened the king of dia- 
monds and continued with the 
queen—just about as bad a con- 
tinuation as could be found. De- 
clarer ruffed, cashed the trump 
ace, then overtook the 10 with the 
jack. East won and, no doubt 
mesmerized by his equally expert 
partner, led still another diamond. 
Declarer again ruffed, drew the 
last trump, then led the club jack. 
Thus South's club sult (which he 
had duly announced in the bid- 
ding) was well established before 
anyone had taken the trouble to 
knock out the heart ace, and 
dummy’s hearts found haven on 
declarer’s clubs, The defenders 
didn’t even come close to winning 
a heart trick. , 

Now, if a couple of dubs in the 
East-West positions allowed a vul- 
nerable game to be stolen from 
them in any such fashion, they 
should be severely taken to task. 
That supposed experts put up such 
a defense is beyond comprehen- 
West should have known 
from the bidding that a second 
diamond lead would be ruffed; 
East did know that a third lead 
would be ruffed. It might have-at 
least occurred to one of them that 
all this would.give South time to 
set up his club suit, on which to 
discard a couple’ of hearts from 
dummy. But perhaps both had 
made a solemn pledge never to 
lead a heart!

Hen turkeys 
provide even more edible meat and 
more servings than tomg because 
of their compact form and smaller 
bones. There is much rich flavor 
left in the carcaas and if the bones 
are cracked and simmered, there 
is enough broth left to stretch left- 
over turkey into the following de 
licious concoction.
